it obvious for some-time that the 
fee schedule would have to be re¬ 
vised. The charges for the same 
services have already been revised 
in other parts of Canada. 

Mr. Wilson also advises that the 
soil testing service will now be 
available to the fertilizer trade. 
Fertilizer companies will be able 
to submit samples for analysis in 
containers which will be available 
from their central offices, district 
agriculturalists, and agricultural 
service boards. 

According to Mr. Hilson, the soil 
and feed testing laboratory is go¬ 
ing to be moved from its present 
location at the University of Al¬ 
berta to the Consolidated Agricul¬ 
tural Laboratory, now under con¬ 
struction. Requests for soil and 
feed testing have been increased 
to such an extent over the years 
that the facilities that were set up 
NEW FEES FOR LABORATORY by the University and the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture are no long¬ 
er capable of handling the work¬ 
load. 

The Department of Agriculture 
will use a computer to meet the 
increased demand for soil testing 
and to provide the best possible 
service to farmers. The computer 
will calculate and tabulate the 
fertilizer requirements of partic¬ 
ular soils on the basis of the sam¬ 
ple analysis. 

Getting a correct sample and 
getting the recomendations back 
to the farmer when he needs them 
says Mr. Wilson, are the main 
problems faced by the soil testing 
personnel. Every year several 
thousand samples come in to the
